WHEREAS, the City of San Jose (“City”) contracts with community-based
organizations, school districts, and other parties for various programs administered by
the Department of Parks, Recreation and Neighborhood Services to support the
livability of neighborhoods, offer opportunities for individuals to enjoy life, and

strengthen communities of people within San Jose; and

WHEREAS, the City contracts with the County of Santa Clara to receive funds for
programs that provide for senior nutrition and therapeutic recreation for mentally

disabled adults; and

WHEREAS, in order to expedite the City’s contracting process and to make funding
available to the recipients promptly, and in the interest of saving administrative time and
cost, the City Council (“Council’) desires to authorize the City Manager to negotiate and
execute certain agreements and amendments to agreements, and to accept the grant
funds for Parks, Recreation and Neighborhood Services programs; to authorize the
Director of Parks, Recreation and Neighborhood Services to negotiate and execute
certain other grant agreements and amendments to agreements, all in amounts
consistent with the City’s final adopted budget for Fiscal Year 2010-2011, and subject

to appropriation of funds: and

WHEREAS, in the event that the final budget adopted by Council on June 15, 2010
specifies amounts for these agreements that differ from those listed in Attachments A
and B, the final budget amounts for Fiscal Year 2010-2011 will control the actual

amounts for these agreements;

Subject to the appropriation of funds by the City Council:

1. The City Manager is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute all
agreements and amendments to agreements for Parks, Recreation and
Neighborhood Services Department identified on Attachment A, consistent
with the 2010-2011 Proposed Budget;

2. The City Manager is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute agreements
and amendments to agreements, acCepting grant funds identified on
Attachment B, consistent with the 2010-2011 Proposed Budget;

3. The City Manager is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute a three
month extension of the agreement with the County of Santa Clara for the
- Senior Nutrition Agreement into the first three months of 2010-2011 and to

accept grant funds for that period in amounts consistent with budgeted

amounts in the 2010-2011 Proposed Budget, until a new agreement for 2010-
2011 is finalized with the County;
